‘Tho promontory 
which takes ita name from the mountain (the 
Mount Acte of ancient Greeoe) is the seat of a 
strange monastic republic moro than a thousand 
years old, During the eighth and ninth centuries 
the mountain became the home of anchorites 
who had fed from religious permeution in By 
zantivm. During the nest hundred years the 
first of the twenty monasteries which now form 
the republic was founded by St. Athanasius. 
Despite outside interference, tho constitation of 
thiscommunity has remained unaltered, ‘The aflairs 
of Athos are ia the hands of an azsembly of twenty 
members, one from each monastery. ‘The popul 
tian of the * Holy Mountain * numbers about 7,000, 
‘of which 3,000 are mene, the rest being lay-broters. 
‘They occupy themselves, apart from their religious 
exercises, with fishing and agriculture, ‘The 
ortified ‘monasteries, of Byzantine architecture, 
are exquisitely beautiful, and contain many 
treasures in the shape of pictures and manuseripts, 
though the latter were much reduced in number 
during the last contury by the vandaliem of the 
monks, who wed the material as bait for Gshing, 
and by the Turks, who daring the War of Greek 
Independence employed the purchments to make 
cartridges. ‘Tho strangest thing, thongh, about 
‘Athos is the fact that, during the ten centuries of 
its existence as 4 community, no female, either 
animal or human, lias been alowed to set foot 
within ita territory.

One evening will 
be devoted to Berlioz’ The Trojans at Car- 
thage—an interesting choice in view of the 
fact that the Hallé has been more responsible 
than any other orchestra for the popilariza- 
tion of this colourful but neglected com- 
poser. Ansermét is the guest-conductor 
on Noyember 15, and will give a concert 
fof modern music, ranging from Honegget 
to Stravinsky—and including, also, Mozart’s

Its players are in- 
tensely devoted to the tradition of the 
Society ; _ twenty-five members hold the 
Haalé’s gold medal for twenty years’ service. 

But it is the perfection of its ensemble 
playing that has raised the, Hallé Orchestra 
to its present eminence, No orchestra can 
hope to obtain a fine rendering of any con- 
siderable composition if it lacks @ good en- 
semble; and that is perhaps why, at the 
severest tests, even some of our best-known

without first ascertaining my opinion 
‘an its merits, the Editor of The Radio Times 
has committed what may be regarded as a 
very brave or a very rash act. Vor he must 
be aware by this time that Iam not one of 
the most lenient dramatic erities in London, 
and that the odds are heavily against my 
liking this sequel to The Blue Bird. 

Well, I don’t like it, But, whatever the 
policy of the B.B.C. may be, let me make it 
clear that, if T were on the Board of Control, 
I, should’ not oppose the broadcasting of 
The Botrothal, any more than, if I were the 
manager of the Old. Vic, T should oppos 
the production of Titus dndronicus, or any 
more than, if, I were a director of the Daily 
Mail, T should oppose the publication of 
reporis of public catastrophes. Good or 
bad, these things are there, and they have 
made their mark, and they may as well 
be faced, Maeterlinck is a famous play 
wright, and familiarity with his work is a 
matter of modern education. One may listen 
to. a play for instruction just as much as 
toa‘ talk." And I hope you will remember 
this when you, listen io The Betyothal, 
that you will be prepared to challenge 
it more than most people are prepared to 
challenge most plays. 

The fact. that @ work of art i make- 
believe, and that if you try to dodge the 
artist's magic wand, you are just not playing 
the game, indtices in most consumers of 
art a very sound state of acquiescence. 
When the story-teller begins, ‘Once upon 
a time there was a Fairy Prince,” it is not 
for you to retort, ‘Pardon me, but there 
was never anything of the kind!’ But 

not sure that, having got you cornered, 
ite fair for the stary-teller to intrude 
into the tale a conscious philosophy, This, 
T know, is w heterodox suggestion, and opens 
‘up an enormous field for discussion, But 
whatever the conclusion of such a discussion 
might be, it is clearly important that, 
ving put yourself into a voluntary stat 
coma, you should still be alert enough 
o resist any attempt to. thrust down your 
month drags which might operate against 
our better judgment after the term of 
your voluntary coma has expire 

T suggest, then, that you should be on 
guard against swallowing as gospel all the 
philosophy Maeterlinck slips into his fairy 
Kingdom. His fundamental idea 
he hopelessly mistaken, ‘It is all,’ says 
the Fairy Bérylune, ‘ so wonderfully simple : 
anything that’s ugly isn't true, never has 
heum true, and never will be." This reveals

Tt was pure accident that brought me on.
